Perhaps Ifs only natural Tor children 
to have an acUvc Interest In guns, par- 
ticularly in this region where so many 
people own and use firearms as part of, 
their dally lives. But parents must as- 
sume the responsibility Ior.tCftchlng their 
children the dnnijer of guns and how to 
Jiandlc them safely. If parents do not 
Icel eciual to the task. Magic Valley has 
a number of junior rifle clubs where 
(juallflod ln.siructors nrc only top willing 
to tench youngsters. 

Without competent Instruction, the 
children are going to find out themselves 
about puns to the "Jeopardy of cither 
themselves or others. It's not possible to 
Itccp children and guns completely apart 
forever In an area where so many guns 
are available. 

Parents would do well to educate their 
children on the dangerous possibilities of 
■ 'even a small caliber gun. If possible, par- 
ents should Impress on their young 
, charges the dcadlincss arid range of such 
■ weapons. And always they should cm- 
" phaslze "over and. "over .that all Runs 
should be treated at all times as If they 
were loaded; that no gun shoyld ever be 
pointed toward a. person under any cir- 
cumstances. No firearm is a toy and chil- 
dren must be Imprcwed by that fact. 

With the necessary background and In- 
struction, children who like to shoot 
. Ghould bo permitted \o practice firing at 
a target, under close supervision and 
strict safety measures. Such practice 
should be sufficiently freciuCQt and in- 
clude-enough shots so that yougsters will 
not Icel the urge to sneak a gun away lor' 
additional practice. 
One more •'factor probably plays a large 
. part Ip such^cascs as the Caldwell Inci- 
dent. Telcvlsloh and movies have far too 
much shooting and death from bullets, 
always wlt]iout -making It appear par- 
ticularlx jnc^sy. The youngstc^Is bouhd. 
; to get the impression attcr awhUjj that 
shooting can't be too bad because tho 
huUet victim Is back on the next program 
or pops tip lh anothcr television show or 
movie next week. 

No one can ever emphasize too much 
that guns arc deadly and must -be handled 
accordingly.
